GOLF’S LONGEST DRIVE CONTEST 

Hundreds of peopleturned outtothe Southampton 
platform at two o'clock in the morning when the 
system shuts down for the night to watch the 
Hamptons Subway longest drive competition on 


Thursday. Thirty-six golfers, mostly pros from 
the local courses, entered. Each got to tee up on 
the tracks and take three drives down the tunnel 


straightaway that heads off toward Water Mill. :

SIGN OF THE TIMES 

Hamptons Police Department officers were called 
to Main Street in Sag Harbor last weekend after 
members of Ye Olde Sag Harbor flooded the 
sidewalks in front of the newly lit Sag Harbor 
Cinema facade to protest the neon sign’s return. 
Despite the widely accepted view that the Sag 
Harbor sign is an iconic and very special symbol 
of Sag Harbor and local history, the “old timey 
extremists,” as they've been dubbed, compared 
its red neon to Times Square, Las Vegas and LA’s 
Sunset Strip, chanting, “Neon lights? Heck no! 
Sag Harbor’s sign has got to go!” 

According to Warren Vanha, president of Ye 


Olde Sag Harbor, his membership seeks to bring 
the former whaling village back to its roots, “with 
dark skies, no cars, no yachts and no crowds.” 
The neon sign, he explains, is “far too futuristic 
for our historic little burg,” adding, “Next thing 
you know, we'll have robots running rampant in 
the streets and flying cars filling our skies with 
smog and traffic.” 

Police were able to disperse most of the crowd 
soon after they gathered, while allowing a few 
stubborn protestors to remain in a cordoned- 
off area that wouldn’t impede pedestrians of 
vehicular traffic. 

“I expect this won’t be the last we hear 
from Ye Olde Sag Harbor,” Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch said on Tuesday, “but 
we feel confident that the community, including 
both locals and summer visitors, support the 
sign, which we're all glad to see returned to its 
rightful place.” 

SUB-STANDARD PERFORMANCE? 
The Hamptons Police Virginia-class nuclear 
submarine concluded its first official weekend 
on duty Monday evening with mixed results. 


While Captain Curly McGruff predicted an 


unprecedented number of arrests this season, 
he had had nothing to report following his initial 
72-hour shift. 

“Some might argue our lack of arrests is actually 
the greatest marker of success,” McGruff said. 
“Just as a squad car parked along the highway 
prevents motorists from speeding, our presence 
in local waters is having a prophylactic effect on 
boaters,” he explained. “We’re puttin’ the fear of 
God into them, and that’s what we're here to do.” 

The sub, which was acquired in 2015 as part of 
a program to outfit small-town police forces with 
government surplus, made a headline-grabbing 
arrest last month when. it intercepted a boat 
smuggling counterfeit rosé from China during a 
routine training run last month. McGruff believes 
this incident and his proactive stance against 


’ waterborne crime accounts for the failure to make 


an-arrest or issue a single ticket over Memorial 
Day weekend. “We kept a diligent vigil from 
Shinnecock Inlet to Montauk Point all weekend, 
and I assure you, we didn’t miss a beat,” the 
captain said. “The crimes just didn’t occur.”

A Conversation in a Bar in Bridgehampton Last Friday Night

was having a couple of beers at the bar in a 

Bridgehampton restaurant the other night and 
we got to talking about the North and South 
Forks. At this restaurant, the placemats are maps. 

Forks seems inaccurate. There is nothing forky 
about either of them. Instead what comes to 
mind are jaws. There’s an upper jaw and a lower 
jaw. They're part of a creature cruising along 
on the surface of the ocean. Between them is 
Shelter Island, a tantalizing little morsel for 
the jaws. 

One of our party said he was a Shelter Islander. 
And the thought made him nervous. 

“Why is that?” another person asked. 

“Jaws shut. You get too close and they chomp.” 

We looked more closely at the placemat. 
Indeed, they look more like jaws. 

“T think it would be good if the North and South 
Forks changed their names to become Upper and 
Lower Jaws,” still another person said. 

We ordered another round of beers. 

“It would give a certain unity. People would call

them “The Jaws.’ Something to say, finally, that © 


can be grasped.” 

“Like grasping at Shelter Island,” the Shelter 
Islander said. 

We stared at the placemat some more. The beer 
arrived. Somebody said the jaws could squash 
Shelter Island like a bug. 

“Tt could be part of global warming,” somebody 
else said. “All these unexpected things have 
happened with the weather recently.” 

“We had a tornado in East Hampton a few 
years ago,” I said. “And the waters are rising.” 

This bar has old colorized postcard photographs 
of the East End from the 1930s on the walls, all 
blown up. One was of Three Mile Harbor, where 
I live. I pointed to it. 

“See that long grassy peninsula ‘in the 
photograph that makes the nearer part of the 
harbor a cove?” 

Everyone nodded.

Two Big Bright Signs Are Lit, One in Sag Harbor, One in Hampton Bays

wo very large, brightly lit electric signs 

appeared in the Hamptons over Memorial 
Day weekend. One of them, the red-and-blue 
neon SAG HARBOR sign attached to a white 
wall above the cinema entrance on Main Street, 
sprang to life at 8 p.m. on Saturday evening. It 
is 16 feet long and 8 feet high. The ceremony

attracted a thousand people, standing before it 
on the street and blocking traffic, to enjoy the 
event. My wife and I were among the crowd. 

The sign had been the symbol of the town 
for nearly a century—having first graced the 
movie theatre in the 1930s until it went dark 
that terrible winter day in 2016 when fire roared 
through the theater and several shops adjacent. 
Several dignitaries spoke to the crowd. One was

artist April Gornik, the leader of the 
fundraising drive, and she named 
dozens of people who helped— 
please raise your hands when I call 
your name, she said. Among others 
who spoke were Assemblyman Fred 
Thiele, who shepherded the effort 
through Albany. 

“I grew up in Sag Harbor,” he said. 
“When I would come home from 
college I would, even before I went 
home, drive up and down Main 
Street to see that everything was in 
, place. When the fire happened and 

_ it was this black hole [he forced 
back tears], I knew we had to bring 
it back. And soon!” 

Gornik had the crowd join in 
counting down from 10, and when 
the sign lit at zero, pandemonium 
reigned. The cinema part behind 
the great sign should be done by 
fall. It includes two theaters, a 
performance space, an art gallery, a 
meeting room—what a great effort 
this was! 

The other big sign that got lit 
up this Memorial Day weekend is 
on the south side of the Sunrise 
Highway in Hampton Bays. I was 
there as the moment approached. 
The huge video screen sprang to 
life about 7 p.m. on Thursday. It 
appears as a great granite slab, 20 
feet wide and 61 feet high. Up at the 
top, two full-color 12-foot diameter 
disks—one on each side—display

Indian Nation, the owners of the 
land where this was put up. It’s 
a bit hard for the motorists on 
the highway to read the wording 
on the seal as they whiz by at 60 
miles an hour, but they cannot miss 
seeing the 20x30 foot video screen 
just below the seal. The videos are 

to be advertisements as available 
slots are sold, precious income for a tribe that 
has been here continuously since before the 
white men came, now living in hard economic 
conditions on a reservation in the very center 
of a wealthy summer resort. But there has been 
backlash. Many summer people who love the Sag 
Harbor sign want this one to be ticketed by the 
authorities and taken down. It’s not in keeping 
with the area, they say. 


the Great Seal of the Shinnecock | 
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THE MONUMENT WILL LIGHT UP THE SOUTH SIDE OF SUNRISE HIGHWAY 


When the switch was thrown lighting the big 
vertical billboard, it sprang to life with flowers 
and rainbows and waterfalls in full color and 
full motion in the middle of the monument for 
the first time. A large crowd of Shinnecocks and 
friends stood around or sat in a semi-circle of 
folding chairs around a bonfire and cheered. as 
the lights came on and Lance Gumbs, one of the 
leaders of the tribe, smiled and walked around 
telling reporters what it was all about. 

“We own all this land, from the south side 
of the Sunrise Highway to Peconic Bay, all 
deep woods. We leased a right-of-way for the 
superhighway to the federal government in 1959. 
Weare nationally recognized as a separate nation. 
And we paid $75,000 for state permits and 
built this. 

“We will follow the Dark Skies guidelines—the 
video will be dimmed during the night. And we 
informed the towns and the county on what we 
intended to do, so here it is. 

“In the 1980s, we got shut down for selling 
cigarette cartons on our reservation. In the 1990s, 
we got shut down for trying to open a bingo hall 
and casino on our property. It seems every time 
we want to do something to make ourselves some 
money, we get stopped. They want us poor. No 
more. And we have some other ideas to make 
money coming along, too.” 

The top of the billboard does not rise above 
the tree line. Not far away to the east, a 
communications tower rises to over 300 feet, 
as does a water tower. And just a quarter-mile 
further along the superhighway ends, next to a 
gas station sits a statue of me sitting on a bucking 
lobster by the side of the road, put there by some 
“Friends of Dan,” as they call themselves. (It rises 
11 feet.) Just after that begins a five-mile stretch 
of strip malls, pizza parlors, brake-repair shops, 
auto dealerships, driving ranges, swimming pool 
stores and a Burger King and a 7-Eleven. It is 
not what you would call the historic Hamptons 
here. That’s elsewhere. The summer people have 
ruined the land, the Shinnecocks tell us. Not 
them.

This Week’s Cover Artist: Eileen Dawn Sketch 


his week’s cover art, by Eileen Dawn Skretch, 

pictures a lovely scene in North Sea. “I grew 
up ‘in Southampton’s farm fields and beaches, 
and my work is often a way to return to the 
pristine vistas I remember from my childhood,” 
she says. 


What was the inspiration for this piece? 
Marshes hold a special place in my heart, with 
their high tide channels teeming with mussels 
and fish. A friend of mine recommended this 
location on Davis Creek in North Sea because he 
knew how much I love to paint this view. After 


connecting with the owner, I decided to bring my 
camera for reference photos rather than doing 
my usual plein air study, taking notes on light, 
color and atmosphere along with the photos to 
maintain the spirit of the plein air process. The 
large trees on the creek were the inspiration, 
while the water and marsh were the subjects. 


Describe your process for this particular piece. 

I paint on wood—birch veneered ply—and love 
to find just the right fit between the scene I am 
working with and the grain of the wood surface, 
to create a kind of conversation between the two.

For this piece, I used the trees’ deep shadows 
against the bright lines of the water surfaces as a 
guide, and picked a 36x36-inch section of a full 
4’ x 8’ sheet, which I then cut down. I then brace, 
sand, and stain the wood before starting on the 
painting. Since it was the time of year when the 
marshes are a soft gold rather than the vibrant 
green, I concentrated on the play of the shadows 
to create movement and form, allowing some the 
wood to come forward in the golden grasses. 


Do you work en plein air in the colder months, or 
do you have to work from photographs? 

There are always more paintings calling to be 
painted than time allows! Winter is mostly my. 
studio time to work on large projects. The grays 
and soft light of winter call me outdoors with my 
camera trying to capture the long shadows and 
the thrill of new snow. 


What are the strengths of painting en plein air 
versus a photograph? 

I’ve worked en plein air for 15 years. Painting 
on-site gives you the depth a photo never quite 
captures. Besides a visual depth, you’re dealing 
with the depth of the experience: weather—sun, 
clouds, wind and temperature—scents, insects, 
tides. Part of my plein air routine has included 
photography. While on location there will be that 
moment the light and shadows align in a magical » 
kind of way that is too fleeting for my brush to 
capture. But I love using my camera to extend 
that moment. I find the color or light in the photo 
is never really perfect, so the photo is really just 
the tool that sparks my memory. 


What are your summer plans in the Hamptons? 
I’m a born-and-raised “local” and so my first 
priority is avoiding traffic! With the warm weather 
it’s easier to spend days painting on the shore or 
in the field. But I always look forward to Friday 
evenings on the beach with my husband and a 
group of close friends for a glass of wine and 
some farmstand treats. And I'd like to encourage 
readers to stop by one of current shows to see the 
work in person. The interaction between paint and 
wood doesn’t quite come through in photos. @&

Gianna Volpe Brings a New Voice to WPPB 88.3 FM

The former WRIV 1390 AM host graduated to the ~ 
local radio big leagues this winter after her seasoned (69) 
predecessor, Bonnie Grice, announced her outré from 
Long Island’s only NPR station after two decades on 
the air. Since March 25, Volpe’s The Heart of the 
East End has robustly filled the 9 a.m.—noon slot 
once held by Grice’s The Eclectic Café. She’s also 
continuing Grice’s Friday morning Media Mavens 
show featuring various journalists from all the East 
End newspapers from 9 a.m. to noon. : 

The job landed on Volpe’s lap after years riding 
a rollercoaster of local journalism for multiple 
publications, restaurant industry gigs, broadcasting 
and more than a few personal highs and lows— 
including a devastating car wreck that left her with a 
broken neck and shoulder, multiple broken ribs and a 
broken sternum. It also left her with a new voice that 
is made for radio. “They say there was no damage to 
my vocal chords, but it did change my voice,” Volpe 
says. “People would stop me on the street and say, 
‘You should be on radio.” 

Her new show, a mix of music and talk, sits at the 
fulcrum of her combined experience and staunch 
conviction that this region deserves to be celebrated 
without the weight of a corporate thumb. 

“If it’s an East End person, place or thing, it 
has a place on my show,” Volpe says, noting that 
ad-free public radio allows her to bolster and protect 
“the increasingly thin line between journalism and 
advertising.” Anyone of interest is welcome on The =

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It was the same on her successful radio show 
The Gianna Volpe Report, which aired every 
Thursday morning on Riverhead’s WRIV 1390 
AM for five years before she got the call to 
interview with Peconic Public Broadcasting. “It 
was getting 1,000 views in one day,” she says of 
The Gianna Volpe Report. “I was getting four 
new sponsors in three weeks—the show was 
blowing up.” But when opportunity knocks, she’s 
learned to open the door. 

Oddly, Volpe had just made the decision to 
leave her WRIV show in order to make money as 
a security guard at a private club in Southampton 
this summer when the WPPB job opened up. “I 
got the call that Bonnie had resigned legit five 
minutes later,” Volpe says. “I, quite thankfully, 
can’t seem to escape my destiny,” she adds later, 


repeating a Jean de La Fontaine quote, often GIANNA VOLPE 


wrongly credited to Carl Jung: “You meet your 
destiny on the road you take to avoid it.” 

“I did a five-hour interview and I got the job,” Volpe 
recalls, admitting that, despite her past success and 
confidence she could do it, she didn’t expect to be 
hired. “That was divine intervention.” 

Of course, anyone who’s enjoyed a morning of Volpe’s 
raspy voice, good humor, accessible authenticity and 
interesting playlists would say God has little to do with 
it. She’s the real deal and, while still finding her stride, 
Volpe has the chops for a long career behind the mic. 
Likeability counts for a lot. 

Volpe’s style is not always perfectly measured and 
a bit off the cuff at times, but her openness connects 
with listeners throughout the morning hours, speaking 
with guests, sharing area news and events, and playing 
a broad cross section of music, from The Rolling

Stones to Van Halen, Naughty By Nature, Nirvana, 
The Nancy Atlas Project or Simple Minds, to even 
more unexpected turns, such as Chevy Chase, Steve 
Martin & Martin Short performing as The Three 
Amigos, or The Pink Panther Theme by Henri Mancini 
& His Orchestra. The wild panoply of tracks spans 
time and genre as Volpe weaves a colorful charm quilt 
from many disparate parts. Each day’s playlist, which 
Volpe dedicates to a specific guest or person, and then 
carefully archives, follows a logical.thread as songs 
connect, either by title or band name, lyrics or subject. 
Norman Greenbaum’s “Spirit in the Sky” leads to 
Electric Light Orchestra’s “Mr. Blue Sky,” which leads 
to Who Are Those Guys’ “Blue Skies,” Lukas Graham’s 
“Love Someone” and on and on. Her creativity 
runs deep. 


ZI “It’s a huge job,” Volpe says of her new 
position. “It’s a baptism by fire.” Beneath her 
freewheeling exterior, Volpe is an ambitious, 
hardworking woman who longs to best represent 
her truest self and the East End community. “I’m 
in the make-all-the-mistakes phase, which is very 
uncomfortable for a perfectionist,” she says, but 
adds gratefully, “People are responding to the 
show really well. People are responding to me as 
a professional and that’s really exciting for me.” 

Going from her one-hour show once per week 
to the. full-time pace at WPPB was a big change, 
but Volpe felt sure she could do it. “I knew that I 
would wield the power responsibly,” she explains, 
describing a feeling of “synergy” with Grice. “It 
felt right to me.” 

Clearly it felt right to the WPPB management 
as well, and Volpe says she’s found nothing 

but support from her colleagues at the radio 
station. “WPPB is really like a family,” she says. “We 
really band together, especially because it’s so difficult 

to survive,” Volpe adds, pointing out that they're a 

publically funded operation. “I can’t say enough good 

things about the people I work with.” 

Volpe is just getting started at WPPB and, with her 
boundless drive and energy, she’s poised for great 
things there. For now, she’s learning the mixing board, 
improving her timing and transitions, and getting her 
feet firmly planted in the world of public radio, including 
the much-needed fund-raising component.

Save Energy, Swim Cleaner with Green Pools 


here are many things you can alter in your 

everyday life to save energy and “go green.” 
Many of these are obvious—everyone’s heard of the 
benefits of electric cars—but there are some ways to 
preserve energy you may not have considered. Take, 
for example, your pool—with new methods for both 
powering and cleaning your pool, you can help the 
environment. Sheryl Heather, Owner of Spring & 
Summer Activities, has helped spearhead the green 
pool push on the East End. With more than 35 years 
of experience in the pool industry, Heather has many 
insights to share. 
What makes a pool “green?” 

Energy efficient, firstly, and people prefer 
swimming now in fewer chemicals. Those are the two 
components. The No. 1 thing to do is to use a variable 
speed pump. In the towns of Southampton and East 
Hampton, those are the only pumps we can use on new 
pools. They have a magnetic motor. We think about 
pump speed in RPM [revolutions per minute]. They 
use a third of the electricity. PSEG gives a $350 rebate 
when installed by an approved installer, and east of the 
Shinnecock Canal, there’s an additional rebate. Your 
pool pump is typically the second biggest energy hog. 


When did the push for green pools start? 

In 2008, in the Town of Southampton when the 
town wanted to ban pool heaters. The pool industry 
sat down with the Town and the idea was that you’d 
heat your pool with solar energy. You would put a solar 
system on your pool and then use a fossil fuel heater as 
a backup. Realistically, we’re in the Hamptons—people 
would go crazy, and secondly, not everyone can heat 
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their pool with solar energy. We got together with 
Southampton Business Alliance, and said that not every 
pool has a heater but everyone has a pump. It was good 
because we were able to pull the pool industry and 
businesses together. So we went with the pump. Every 
pool has a pump. With these rebates, when somebody’s 
pump breaks, with the instant energy savings, it’s an 
easy thing to explain to consumers, even people who 
aren't thinking of being green. 

And another good thing is that for high-end pools, 
that rebate is good for all the pumps in the pool. 


Talk about using fewer chemicals. 

Everybody dreams of swimming in a chemical-free 
pool, and you can do that with a pond or lake. A pool, 
though, is self-contained. We need to sanitize it. In my 
opinion, chlorine is still the best sanitizer. There are 
alternative systems, like ozonators, that type of thing. 


They are not all 100% efficient. There’s typically need 
for chlorine backup to really get the water clean and 
bacteria-free. The most popular way to lower your 
chemical level is converting your pool to salt. That 
uses much lower levels of chlorine and you're able to 
adjust the chlorine level to lowest levels of chlorine 
to keep it sanitized. You need to get bacteria out 
of the pool. With an electronic chlorine generator, 
the water is getting a mild electronic charge and 
is inherently more comfortable to swim in. You’re 
generating free chlorine, and the whole time the 
pump is running you're generating low levels of 
chlorine.so you're sanitizing the water all the time, 
and the water tends to stay a little more in balance. 
You're not using chlorine tablets anymore. You still 
might need to shock the pool, but it’s a lower level of 
chlorine. They're getting popular. 

There are folks out here who are building pond 
pools, where the water is more like a fish tank going 
through a natural filtration. A few people were starting 
that a few years ago, but you have to understand 
that there’s an offset. You’re not going to have 
that sparkling blue water—you’re filtering a pond. 


Have green pools become more standard in 
recent years? 

Yes, and every year an increasing number of customers 
convert to salt because they want to lower the chlorine 
level, and when it’s time to replace a pump, they ae 
it with an energy efficient pump. GB.

Custom doors and drawers, fashionable hooks and 
handles, bench seating to match the color and texture 
of your home...wainscoting as backing is an option as 
well, and baskets, baskets and baskets! 


What sort of budget should people allocate for 
adding-a mudroom to their home? 

Everything is customizable to the homeowners’ 
budget. Be it $1,500 or $6,000, you can get a mudroom 
to suit your functionality and needs, or something with 
a little more glam for a fashion statement.
